PRECAUTIONS TAKEN 
~ AGAINST PESTILENCE 


Surgeon General Blue Orders 
Marine Hospitals Opened to 
the Flood Sufferers. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, March 30.—Surgeon 
General Rupert Blue, anticipating se- 
rious flood conditions west of here, 
wired commanding officers in 
charge of United States marine hos- 
pitals at Evansville, Ind., Memphis, 
Tenn. and Cairo, Ill, to open the hos- 
pitals for flood victims. The surgeon 
general and his assistant, Dr. W.. CG 
Rucker, will remain here to direct san- 
itation measures. Dr. Blue has avail- 
able $200,000 of federal funds for work 
in the flooded district. 

The surgeon general and Dr. Rucker, 
after organizing the sanitation relief 
forces in flooded Ohio cities, are Sat- 
isfied that there fs little danger of 
pestilence in the stricken district. 

Every possible precaution has been 
taken, and the surgeon general de- 
clared the work of cleaning up the 
flooded homes was progressing sy8- 
tematically everywhere. Both in Day- 
ton and in Hamilton, where the de- 
struction was worse, sewerage outiets 
operation, greatly lessen- 
ing the danger of initection

|CREST OF OHIO FLOOD 
REACHES PARKERSBURG 


Parkersburg, W. V., March 30.—The 
erest of the Ohio river flood reached 
here late today with a stage of 58.9 
feet, 6 feet higher than the record of 
1ss4. 

The river is receding slowly. Two 
companies of militia are guarding the 


town. 

In Belpre, Ohio, across the river 
from here, a large cragk has appeared 
in a dam. Most of the Belpre resi- 
dents have sought safety here. Belle- 
ville, 16 miles away, ts practically 
wiped out, and the people are camping 
on the hill above the town. It is 
reported several lives have been lost 
at Belleville, but it is tmpossible to 
verify the reports tonight. A relief 
party started for Belleville late to- 
day. 

Two lives is the toll of the flood 
water in Parkersburg. The damage 
is enormous. Fully 5,000 persons are 
‘-homeless here and at Belpre and Belle- 
ville. It is said all the houses on 
Blennerhassett island have been swept 
away. Te residents of the island were 
rescued in small boats. 

The food supply here plentiful, 
‘but a water famine threatens, 

Word was received here from Ma- 
rietta, Ohio, today, it is reported no 
lives have been lost there, but 
sands are homeless and heavy 
aze has been Inflicted. An appeal 
from Marietta has been sent to the war 
department for provisions and tents. 
The entire business section of Mari- 
etta is inundated.

LEVEE WORKERS BUSY 
IN MEMPHIS DISTRICT 


Memphis, Tenn., March 30.—Levee 
workers. put In a busy Sunday along 
the central stretches of the Mississippi 
river preparing for the flood pouring 
out of the Ohio, and tonight those di- 
recting the work of bolstering up the 
embankments expressed themselves as 
more hopeful than ever that the water- 
way would be held within bounds. No 
decidedly weak points have developed.

STRONGER HEALTH LAWS. 


At its recent meeting at Gainesville the 
Ninth District Medical society went 
strongly on record as in favor of two 
badly needed reforms in Georgia: Strong 
health laws and greater care as to vitz! 
statisties. 

Georgia has, undoubtedly, one 
most efficient and conscientious state 
health departments in the country. Unde 
the direction of Dr. H. F. Harris, secretary 
of the board of health, it has wrought won- 
ders in checking disease and in educating 
the people. . But the epidemic of spinal 
meningitis, some months ago, at Midville, 
demonstrated conclusively that the de- 
partment is fatally hampered 
authority and by legislative parsimony. In

its functions. Until this paradox is equal- 
ized, the crusade against this 
state need not be expected to achieve its 
maximum vigor and efficiency. 

An inevitable corollary of increasing 
the powers of the board is to institute and 
enforce a modern system of collecting and 
preserving vital statistics. The present 
method in Georgia is worse than no system 
at all. The first requisite to stamping out 
disease is to know where, in what manner 
and in what quantity it exists. One must 
first recognize and place the enemy vnefove 
indugurating a worth-while fight against 
him. In Atlanta, as The Constitution has 
often pointed out, preservation of vital 
statistics is a farce. doctors 
persistently fail to report births. Classifi- 
cation of fatal diseases is a burlesque. 

The same conditions prevail throughout 
the state, being ageravated in many locali- 
ties. It will cost each county a few dollars 
annually, perhaps, to install and enforce a 
system of vital statistics, and the register- 
ing and reporting of communicable (is- 
eases. But the returns in the long run ¥yvill 
be out of all proportion to outlay. ‘Tho 
legislature has long enough dallied with 
this condition. If we are to actually and 
theoretically conserve human life in 
Georgia, it is full time to get busy.

ONE KIND, AND IT SLAYS! 


John A. Kenny, resident physician of the 
Booker Washington school at Tuskegee, and 
president of the National Association of 
Negro Physicians, frankby tells his people, 
in a statement elsewhere summarised, that 
toll of the 
race four to one, as against the whites, be- 
cause of neglect or ignorance of sanitary 
precautions on part of the negro. He sup- 
ports his claims with statistics, and urges 
the negro, in self-preservation, to approxi- 
mate the white man’s standard of hygiene 
and sanitation. 

Warning issued by a negro of this stand- 
ing must have its salutary effect. But the 
effect of the conditions he describes and 
deplores among his own race is by no means 
confined to its members. The penalty is vis- 
ited upon the entire white population. The 
frightful ignoring of ordinary cleanliness 
and preventive measures among the negroes 
threaten the very integrity of that 
race; but it also promises, if left alone, to 
largely nullify the work the white race is 
doing to elevate the scale of its own free- 
dom from disease and premature death. 

The germ is the greatest and the most 
deadly democrat under the sun. It abso- 
lutely disregards the boundary lines of 
geography, of race, of social station. An 
infected negro, thrown in contact with the 
most scrupulously guarded white man, or 
woman or child, will transfer his disease, 
given favorable conditions. The health of 
an entiré city, for the maintenance of which 
hundreds of thousands is spent annually, 
may be jeopardized by one insanitary negro 
colony in its center or on its remote out- 
skirts. There is no white and negro bacillus, 
no rich and poor bacillus—just kind, 
and that slays! Contrariwise, the infected 
white man iS as much a the 
negro, as the negro to him. Segregation is a 
slim barrier. The one salvation for both 
races is religious enforcement of sanitary 
policies, upon both races. 

There is under the sun only one enforce- 
able emancipation from the slavery of dis- 
ease for one or both races-—-that is the 
proclamation of rigid sanitary precautions, 
universal and not excepting either race, any-

Washington, March 30.—(Special.)—Uncle 
Sam is preparing to extend the system of 
free postal delivery to the small towns and 
cities which now do not have that con- 
venience.

But those 
living in small towns 
must goto -the post- 
office and get their own 
mail, 

An experimental car- 
rier service has been 
established in a number 
of towns, among them 
being Calhoun and Syl- 
vanilla. This was made 
possible through an appropriation of $100,000 
given by congress to try out the service 
in second and third-class offices. ot 
proves attractive, and not too costly, the 
service will be extended, as Postmaster Gen- 
eral Burleson wants to make the department 
of the greatest possible advantage to the 
people.

Nashville Utilizing Parcel Post. 

No explanation has yet been madé@ of the 
vast leap ahead made by Nashville, Tenn., 
in the use of the parcel post system during 
last month. ~ That city jumped from the 
forty-first on the list in January to twelfth 
in February, the total number of packages 
received and dispatched inthe latter month 
being 481,417. 

Atlanta dropped from twentieth on the 
list in January to twenty-fourth tn February. 

To compete successfully with the express 
companies in the parcel-carrying trade, a 
number of changes are contemplated by the 
government in the parcel post regulations. 

In addition to these,’ the qhestion is being 
studied of whether or not the government 
should assert its entire monopoly in the 
carriage of such parcels as it. admits to the 
malls. 

There well-informed persons 
who claim that no mailable paekage can 
legally be sent by express. The claim is 
based on an old statute regulating the carry- 
ing of “packets.” It has teen held that this 
meant packages of letters,’ but opponents of 
that interpretation say {t means packages of 
anything which are not excluded from the 
mails by reagon of their character, weight or

Cotton Standards Unchanged. 

It was almost with reverence that the 
cotton samples which were made standard 
by the department of agriculture three years 
ago were opened recently. 

These standards have been stored in 
vacuum tubes to preserve them perpetually 
in their original state, and thus removed 
from the influence of heat or moisture, wind 
or weather. Absolutely no change could be 
detected in the cotton samples by the most 
careful technical inspeetion. 

From these standards, which are opened 
only once a year, other sets are made and 
sold to the cotton trade. The last congress 
directed that the official grades be further 
improved through investigations of the 
waste, tensile strength and bleaching quall- 
ties of the various grades.

County School Superintendents. 


Dr. Philander P. Claxton, the new commis- 
sioner of education, In a statement just re- 
ceived. urges the need of well-trained super- 
intendents of schools in every county. 

Texas, which has 750,000 rural school 
children, is now struggling with the problem 
of getting real county superintendents, who 
are chosen for fitness rather than for politi- 
cal reasons. To this end the selection of the 
superintendent is to be put in the hands of 
the county board of education. 

“Should the county superintendent be a 
judge, a sheriff, or a political officeholder?” 
asks Dr. Claxton. “Or should he be an edu- 
ecator who knows his business and gives his 
whole attention to the schools? In Texas 
the county judge serves in this capacity in 
many counties, but a new plan of selection 
is now being worked out, based on the idea 
that this office is professiongl and not politi-

MEGRO DOCTOR WARNS 
NEGROES AGAINST THE 
‘FEARFUL DEATH-RATE 


Tuskegee, Ala, March 30.—(Special.)— 
John A. Kenny, resident physician at the 
Tuskegee Normal and Industrial institute, 
and president of the National Association of 
Colored Physicians, has issued a remark- 
able warning to negroes against their alarm- 
ing preponderance in the death rate, together 
with a plea for preventive sanitation. 

He quotes the total death rate of) the 
country, in itself sufficiently formidahle, but 
goes on to show, as follows, that by far the 
greater percentage of these deaths come 
from the negroes: 

Negroes Three to One. 

“Now to bring the matter close to our 
own doors, nearly all statistics from all 
sources show that our people, your people 
and my people, furnish the highest percent- 
age of these deaths. I receive the monthly 
health reports from a numoper of different 
states, and they all show that the death 
rate from tuberculosis in the negro is about 
two or three times as great as among the 
whites. Some months ago I was interested 
in a report which showed that within a cer- 
tain week there were twenty deaths in the 
city of Montgomery. I am further advised 
that the population of this city is about 
equally divided between the two races. That 
being true, all things being equal, the death 
roll should be equally divided, but not so in 
this instance. Of these deaths sixteen were 
negroes, four were whites; that is, four ne- 
groes to died. Worse still, the 
whites who died were all advanced in years-—— 
60 to 70 years, ete.——practically the nagural 
ending after having served their three. score 
years and possible ten. 

“With our people, according to the rec- 
ords, conditions were different. One died at 
the age of 2 years, and the majority were 
30, 40 and 50 years ut age, at the very time 
of life when they were most needed by their 


one white 


families, when they would be most servicey 


able to their state. These conditions Aare 
appalling! It means that preventable dis- 
eases are taking more than the average toll 
of life from our midst, and of these tubercu- 
losis, typhoid fever, intestinal and venereal 
diseases predominate. ; 

Teaching Sanitation. 

“We should see the physicien, even though 
we are well, and have him examine us thor- 
oughly and tell us where we stand. Thou- 
sands of preventable maladies may be pre- 
vented in this way, because the majority of 
these preventable diseases are insidious, such 
as tuberculosis, Bright's disease, arterio 
sclerosis, heart disease, etc.—none of these 
come on in a night—-they come graduaHly, 
and if carefully watched by ourselves, with 
the help of our physician, we can go a long 
way toward preventing these diseases get- 
ting a fatal grasp upon us. In the majority 
of instances life can be prolonged with) com- 
fort, usefulness and happiness, and in many 
instances they can be cured completely 
when taken in time. 

“There is much that we can do. The 
teacher should in the strictest sense of the 
word be a sanitarian. She should second the 
physician in guarding the health of the com- 
munity. She should go into the homes and 
become a part ’of the life of the people, and 
instruct them in the correct way of living. 
[ believe that not only a smattering of 
physiology, but that the rudiments of hy- 
giene and sanitation as applied to every-day 
life should be a requisite knowledge of every 
teacher. I further advocate that a primer 
or booklet containing this knowledge jin a 
simple rudimentary form should be adopted 
as a text book in all the pwhblic schools, and 
that every teacher be required to teach them 
as a part of the regular curriculum. | The 
subjects taught should deal with air, venti- 
lation, water, bathing, cleanliness, dust, flies, 
milk and other foods likely to be contami- 
nated by disease; tuberculosis and the hook- 
worm disease, the cause and how to prevent 
them; simple home remedies; the evil of 
patent medicines; first aid to the injured; 
schoolroom sanitation; why the people should 
not use the common drinking cup, etc.”

Hoyw a Great Surgeon Kept Silent Under 
Unjast Criticism.

This statement was made to 
July or early in August 
by members of the eab- 
inet of President Gar- 
field. Three or four of 
his cabinet officers had 
just come from the 
white house, and were 
standing under its por- 
tico conversing earnest- 
ly. It was early even< 
ing, twilight had not 
yet deepened into dark- 
ness, and-for that rea- 
son the excitement be- 
trayed by these cabinet 
officers was evident to 
one who stood some 
distance away.

Garfield's death one of these physicians, Dr. 
Bliss, said to me that it was a part of the 
treatment of the case that a constantly hope- 
ful view of Garfield's condition be taken 
both for his family’s sake and for that of the 
public. | 

“TIT think that the action of Dr. Agnew 
when he was called into consultation by the 
physician who had charge of President Gar- 
field, and especially his really heroic silence 
after Garfield’s death constitute as fine an 
example of the noble qualities of human na- 
ture as I have ever known,” said Thomas L. 
James, who was postmaster general in Gar- 
field’s cabinet some yvears ago. 

“When the question of the propriety of 
calling in a physician in consultation was 
first discussed it was my recollection that the 
name of Dr. Agnew was the first, and, I be- 
lieve, the only one mentioned. 

“Of the Washington physictans 
knew what the pre-eminent reputation of Dr. 
Agnew was and upon what achievement it 
was based. The members of the cabinet, 
however, Knew. him chiefly as one of the 
most distinguished medical authorities of 
Philadelphia, .and, in fact, of the United 
States. He was eminent as a surgeon, and 
vie- was very great as a teacher. We knew 
only vaguely of the true nobility of his char- 
acter until later. 

“Tt shall never’forget the exceeding ten- 
derness and delicacy of Ris examination of 
Garfield. I.was not present, of course, when 
that took place, but I saw Dr. Agnew both 
before and after. His face told the story of 


grief, not professional grief, but the grief of 
the sorrow of an American citizen. He dia 
not need to say to us that his examination 
persuaded him that while Garfleld’s life 
might be prolonged somewhat, _nevertheless 
the wound was mortal. 

“His attitude toward the Washington 
physicians who were in charge was noble. 
He knew of the criticisms which had been 
published wideiy. Hd knew that in many 
quarters the feeling was that the case had 
not been properly handled. Yet his whole 
attitude was that of a man who was ready 
to defend and support his professional ass@ 
ciliates, although he must ‘have known that 
their early diagnosis was not accurate. 

“After the death of President Garfield 
criticism of the medical handling of the case 
was general. The autopsy revealed a mis- 
taken diagnosis as to the course of the bul- 
let. In this criticism Dr. Agnew was in- 
cluded. He might ‘have defended himself. 
He might in some indirect way have made 
known what his participation tn the case 
was. But he silently accepted whatever. 
part of the criticism was aimed at him, nevere 
speaking any wofd of blame or censure. I 
have learned that his attitude was regarded 
by some of the leading members of the medi- 
cal profession in the UWnited States as the 
finest exemplification of professional honor 
and professional sympathy which the history 
of medicine in the United States furnishes. 

“It must have been at least ten years 
after President Garfield’s death before there 
came, not by Dr. Agnew’s suggestion, an au- 
thoritative statement of the part he bore, 
and especially of the-true nobility with which 
he submitted in silence to criticism which, so 
far as he was concerned, was absolutely un- 
just.” } ;

Dublin, Ga.. March 30.—(Spectal)— 
Dave Nobles, of this city, was shot 
three times this afternoon in an affray 
caused by the attentions of George 
McCord, to Nobles’ wife, who was pres- 
ent at the time the shooting took 
place. 

Nobles and his wife have been sep- 
arated for some time, and she is at 
present suing him for divorce. He had 
been much wrought up over the mat- 
ter, and Sunday afternoon saw his wife 
with McCord and several others leave 
the citv in an auto.

-Excites Curiosity of Blacks 


Atlanta had up to four days ago and, flocked to Fritz’s home and. viewed 
alas, has lost forever the only German | 


negro that ever turned up in this part 


' 


of the glote. He was as rare a curi-) 


osity as any strange specimen shown 
in the zoo. 


He was regarded with as'| 


much awe and wonder by the negroes 


of Atlanta as they would have shown 
for a wild man from Borneo. Even by 
the white people he was looked upon as 
something unusual. 

That he is German, all right. enough, 
is shown by his name, which is Fritz 
Meiseneerz. .How he came to Atlanta, 


what he found out whén he got here, | 
and why he shook the Gate City’s dirt | 


from his feet, makes a most interesting 
story of the city’s “passing throng.” 
In the first place, it must not be over- 
looked that, Fritz Meiseneerz is proba- 
hly the only German negro in _ this 
country, 
while, at least. 

Fritz- Meiseneerz arrived in Atlant2 
about two weeks ago with his wife and 
three children, and they were just like 
him, native-born Germans and couldn't 
speak a word of English. They had 
lived at Dresden where Fritz made a 
good living asacabinet maker. Some- 
body, an American, perhaps, with some- 
thing like the Atlanta spirit, told 
Fritz that he could earn piles of money 
making cabinets in this country. 50 
he packed up and brought his wife and 
children to Baltimore, where he must 
have met an enthusiastic citizen from 
Atlanta, for he came right on here. 
Then the trouble began. 

There was no pile of money, of 
course, and Fritz and his family found 
spthemselves de trop (which is French, 
and not German). To the white peo- 
ple, he was merely a negro, no matter 
what lingo he manipulated. To the 
negroes—but that part of the story is 
worth a separate paragraph. 

To the negros he and his family were 
as good as a side-show to a three-ring 
circus. A darktown citizen who couldn't 
speak English or who couldnt even 
handle the dialect of Jedge Briles 
matinee, was a wonder and a revela- 
tion.

Wilson’s Tariff Message. 

President Wilson’s tariff message, 
the substance of which has been com- 
municated to leaders of woth houses, 
is understood to have received gen- 
eral approval for its brevity and for 
its absence of comment upon details 
of the tarift bills. Within the ten 
days that precéde the opening of the 
special session, it 1s planned to settle, 
as far Aas possible, all of the disputed 
points and to reach generai oasis of 
agreement that will assure sveedy ac- 
tion and few changes in tne tariff 
bills.

WEATHER STILL RULES 
IN THE COTTON MARKET 


and Low Temperatures 
Will Stimulate 
Buying. 


Rain 


New Orleans, March 30.—This week 
the weather promises to rule the cot- 
ton market. Some attention is bound 
to be paid to the river situation and to 
developments in Europe, but weather 
conditions over the south will be the 
main influence. Fair weather will 
encourage the short side again, while 
more rain and low temperatures will 
stimulate buying, and if the action of 
the market toward the end of las 
week is anything to go by, may Cause 
materially higher prices. 

With the first of April, the planting 
season is on in earnest over the cotton 
belt, although planting extends some- 
times well into May. In the ordinary 
year the bulk of the crop should be in 
the ground by the middle of April. 
Much cotton is usually planted during 
the first week in April, while by the 
tenth planting is general. 

Such weather as has been experi- 
enced of late would prevent this pro- 
grom from being carried out and would 
necessarily result in a late crop, open 
to al] the vicissitudes of a crop grow- 
ing later than usual, the chief danger 
being: from the boll weevil. Harly 
planted crops escape the full broods 
of weevils that are hatched out. A 
late crop is also more liable to damage 
by frosts in the fall. 

More than anything else the bears 
fear a late start this season, and this 
coming week will, to a great extent. 
determine whether planting will be at 
about the average date or whether it 
will be late. It is now generally con- 
ceded that the crop cannot get 
a start much earlier than the av- 
erage, and probably some sections will 
be late anyway, no matter how favor- 
able the weather is from now on. HBe- 
cause of this state of affairs the trade 
can hardly put anything ahead of 
weather conditions as a market influ- 
ence. 

‘The spot markets will be watched 
for signs of a revival in the demand 
consequent upon the prevailing belief 
in better conditions in Europe. Any- 
thing now in spots would have an im- 
mediate bearing on the May position 
and would also have more or less in- 
fluence on July, in which a considera- 
ble st-addle interest still exists. 


“PURE MILK” RULES 
ARE TO BE ATTACKED 


Washington, March 30.—<Attacks on 
the stringent “pure milk” regulations 
of several large cities are to be made 
before the supreme court of the United 
States. 

An attempt will be made shortly aft- 
er the court reconvenes on April 7 to 
show that the Minneapolis ordinance 
requiring the “tuberculin test” of cows 
supplying the milk brought into the 
city is unconstitutional. On the same 
day the court is expected to announces 
whether it will review a case in the 
local courts, wherein it was held that 
milk containing more than a certain 
number of bacteria was forbidden the, 
channels of interstate commerce by 
the federal pure food law. The milk 
supply from several cities, in addition 
to Washington, crosses state lines. 
Many other cities, including Boston, 
Syracuse, Portland, Ore,; Rocheste-, 
Trenton and St. Joseph, Mo., have or- 
dinances fixing the maximum number 
of bacteria which may be in milk sold 
within their respective limits. 

The Minneapolis ordinance was up- 
held in the supreme court of Minne- 
sota. There an attack was made. upo" 
the validity of the tuberculin test for 
tuberculosis in cows as being arbitrary 
and: not supported by medical science. 
That point is‘not urged in the printel 
argument just filed in court on behaif 
of John Quincy Adams, a farmer who 
is attacking the ordinance. His attack 
is limited to trying to prove that the 
ordinance is class legislation in that it 
applies to cows outside the city and not 
those within the city, and that it 
would confiscate his property in that 
it authorizes the immediate destructioa 
of milk brought into the city from 
cows that have not been “tuberculined.”
